We suggest that a subsequent amendment be written which will supersede 
paragraphs 3. and It. of Amendment #2 along the general lines stated belows 
Redefinition of purpose and intent of the American chapter. 

Eliminate authorization for singleton tasks which, if necessitated, 
will require additional authority. (Pee the last 7 lines of para. 3 
Amend #2.) 

Definition of limits of the activities which the American Chapter 
will engage in. Reference to control factors which will insure maintenance 
of limits.
